'Yand and Wales. Of these nearly 7,500 
are in the gift of the crown, Prince of 
Wales, lord chancellor, bishops, chap- 
ters, archde:cons, nni¥ersities; Fectors 
and vinara (às Büch) and trustees. About 
9:00) others are in the patronage (as to 
1,409) of peers und (as to the rest) of oth- 
er tiled persons. Although now and 
again a nobleman's livings are sold, and 
tyen distinguished colleges have been 
caught tripping in the matter of simony, 
itis among the remainiug 4,500 living 
that ulmoat tll the tfaffic Exists. Statis- 

tics fail us here. 

No doubt thé majority of these 4,500 
livings uever core into the market, and 
belong to patróni whd recognize their 
responsibility. What fraction bf them 
have been acquired n3 td patronage ot 
inctimiboney by beans more or less taint- 

it i$ hnporsible to say. Tho “clergy 
list" for 1892, however, shows that there 
are 503 livin $ where the incumbent anl 
the patron are the rame person and 424 

"where both are of the same name. A 
considerable proportion of the parson 
patrons haye, it can hardly be doubted; 
become patrons in order td breset them: 
selves. On the other hand, some of tha 
593 and à larzo number of the 424 repre- 
sent ''family livings.” As to these, it 
would be inrccurate to say that the liv- 
ing has beer bought fof the sake of the 
person, but inmany cases the parson 
been ordained for the sake of the 
living.—Contemporary Review. 


ins Earthquake Phenomena. 

The wild, untamed earchquake is a 
terrible thing to encounter. The "'quak- 
ing," the rending of the earth's surface 
and the other incidental acéompaniments 
nsnally described are only a tithe of the 
real terror& of a seismic shock. To some 
the noise which precedes thé real shock 
ie more terror inspiring than the 
"quake" itself. Father Kircher describes 
these siibterraneal) rumblings as “a hor- 
tid sound resembling that of an infinite 
number of chariots driven fiercely for- 
ward, mingled with the noise of crack- 
ing whips. ncighing of horses and the 
cries of victory and despair ot the part 
of the cl atiotecrs.”

Lisbon eurtliuake are said to have re- 
seuibled **.lie rumbling of empty omni- 
buses. c: fits and barrels, the noise in- 
creasing in volume until it equaled the 
roar of à thensend cannons.” Another 
pecnliurity is the gyratory motion that 
is frequently. (mparted to “sections of 
earth of greater or lesser area. At Co- 
lares in 1755 several stone houses in the 
lower quarters of the city were turned 
completely nronud, this, too, without 
renderinz them  uninhabitable.— St, 
Lonis Republic.

They nre “set free from 
cravings which the world without hears

ous, inexorable:” He ürinks a glass of 
lenitnade at 7:15 p. m. from habit rath- 
er than to slake tLirst," and he some- 
times takes a swig of milk at railway 
station restaurants ''to encourage the 
dairy at the erpense of the brewery." 
Thus, so far us he ia concerned, thirst is 
abolished. He needs no drink of any 
ikind.

NOISE IN A BIG CITY. | . Highest of all in Leavening Power.—La | t U, S. Gov't Report. 


PROGRESS FROM BARBARISM MAY BE 
MEASURED BY NOISE. 


The Higher the Civilization the Greater 
the Desire For Less Nolse—The Efforta of 
City Authorities of Today Are Directed 
Toward Keducing It. 


There always cotes a period in the 
history of a progtessive community when 
a deife td keep down noise begins to 
show itself. İr thé pritnitive stages of 
culture—the savage, the barbariati ind 
the semibarbarian—the passion for noise 
is always strong. Allsavages and bar- 
barians love to make all the row they, 
can. Their joy and sorrow both express 
themselves in yells, wails and shouta 
and the beating atid blowing of loud re 
sounding instruments, tiiote especially 
the drnm and the horn. The nolse of 
primitivé gavage Warfare almost equais 
that of the guitipowder engagements of 
modern arms, althougli it was, as we 
might say, almost wholly manual of 
vocal. 

The din of a barbarian funeral, too, 
was and is something appalling. The 
practice of hiring mourners to makea 
lond latent on such occasions has come 
down almost to our own time among 
the Celtic İnsti. All African travelers 
describe the noise of little nefrymaking 
in au African village assomething Which 
no civilized inan easily forgets: Those 
who have passed an evening at a Chinese 
thexter have probably. never in their 
wildest dreams thought it possible to 
produce plays With musical accompani- 
ments of such awful shrillttese and in 
tensity. 

In fact, it is hardly au exaggeration to 
say that the progress of a race in civ- 
ilization may be marked by a steady re- 
duetiori in the volume of sound which it 
prodüces iu connection with ita deaths, 
births, iiarriages; fests; mertymak- 
ings. its Wars diid peaces; trade; cont 
merce and tantfattates. The mote oul: 
tuté of àll kinds it acquires the less noise 
it productS. Thėř is no surer sign, in 
fact, of an upward movéiniett of the 
tribal soul than the appearancé of & dë: 
sire to get along with lessuproar. When 
its leading men begin to ask themselves 
whether this or thatcould not safely be 
done with fewer yells or smaller drums, 
it shows that it is becoming self conscious 
and is feeling the throbs of a new life. 
After this comes a change in the charac- 
ter of the tiusical instriments, a general 
lowering of the tones of the voice; the 
substitution at funerals of the silent tear 
for the half maniacal ‘‘keen,” and the 
exaction of silence in military drill. 

In cities this mental and moral growth 
is of course displayed in the repression 
of street cries, of street music, of all 
noises hiade for mere amusement, such 
as beating of drums, and blowing of 
horns, and purposeless and pef#istent 
shotting and yelling. Thess are bat 
rudimentary steps, and wè Have already 
taken thein in New York. The next and 
most important one, the reduction of thé 
noise made by the ordinary and legiti- 
mate street trafiic, we are only begin- 
ning. Its huportance has been recog- 
til*ed in tlie modern world pari passu 
with thë ilitressing interest in and care 
for public hygiene. 

There is no modern city health board; 
and indeed no modern city doctor, WHO 
is not well aware of the evil effects of 
incessant noise in the vast and increas- 
ing multitudes who in all the great cities 
now lite; tine tilght say, by their wits, 
bnt. more accurately, DF their tierves, 
The amonnt of mental operations which 
require silence, or at all events an ap- 
proach to silence, for their healthfulness 
in cities like New York, London or 
Paris, carried on by merchants, brokers, 
bankers, bookkeepers, predchérs, profess 
ors, architects, designers, engravers, 
painters, students, judges, lawyers, ed- 
itors. ministers, is something enormous 
and grows with all our material growth. 
The performance of this work in the 
midst of tremendons uproar of any kind 
of course greatly Increases the expendi- 
ture of vital force which accompanies 
all mental exertion. Consequently the 
reduction of city noise is now one of the 
most important elements in all city re- 
forms, Ll 

In New York we have as'yet only 
made a beginning on it by the introduc- 
tion of the asphalt pavement, but this is 
being rapidly extended and must pro- 
duce a marked nffect in sound reduction 
before long. What this pavement does 
to lessen noise in the streets in which if 
exists everybody who has passed along 
them or lived on theni knows, It makes 
conversation in cabs or carriages and in 
rooms facing ori the street comfortable 
und makes sleep in summer nights with 
open windows an easy possibility—facts 
which are really a complete answer to 
all the complaints of slipperiness. 

Better far that an occasional horse 
should come down than that the nerves 
of thousands of hardworking men and 
women should be continuously set on 
edge by clatter which is all the more 
wearing for being intermittent. In Lon- 
don the hard grinding, coul penetrating 
noise of the New York stone pavement 
has been suppressed, or rather has been 
largely converted into a subdued, con- 
tinuous roar or boom by means of wood, 
asphalt and macadam, and though 
horses fall mich on them all humanity 
gains.—New York Post. .

ENGLISH TRAVEL EXPENSIVE. 


Why Rates by Rail For Passeugers and 
Freight Are So High. 

The eminent English railway author- 
ity, Mr. William M. Acworth, points out 
many causes for the differences between 
tailways in this country and the United 
States, The higher rate of charges on 
English roads ard thus explained: 

The very large capital outlay of Eng- 
lish railways is of course one main res- 
ron 6f the high standard of rates and 
fares in England, Exactly how high 
that standard is we have no means of 
knowing, for our railway statistics, 
made up in a form that was laid down 
by an act of parliament about 30 years 
back, carefully suppress the information 
that it is 1gost necessary for us to have. 

Ton miles anf passenger miles are not 
here recorded. We know that each ton 
of goods Carried pays the railways on the 
average about GU cents, If we guess that 
the average distance is about 23 tuiles, we 
arrive at an average rate of 2.40 cents per 
ton mile, winch is not very far from 
threa times the average rate in the 
United States: So in the case of passen- 
gers we may guess that theaverage fare 
is about 1.75 per mile, Winch though 
lower than the American average, is 
higher than in any European country. 
Buch a result seems very far from satis- 
factory, High cost of construction mignt 
have justified a high range of rates and 
fares at the outset, but year by year the 
per inile of line open increases in den- 
sity, and yet the goods rates hardly come 
down at all—in the last year or two their 
tendency lias heen all the other way— 
while the passenger fares only come 
down very slowly. 

And yet the explanation 1s not far to 
seek, Our services havealways been ex- 
pensive to work. Thcy are becoming 
more expensive year by year. In Amer- 
ica trainloacs are mainly limited by the 
capacity of the enyines—ours by the 
weight of goods or number of passengers 
that have had tinte to accumulate in the 
very short interval between ene train 
and another. Let me illustrate: If a 
man is sailing from New York to En- 
rope, he wiil choose his favorite line or 
his favorite boat, regardless of the time 
of day or day of the week at which it 
starts, On the other hand, if the Man- 
hattan elevated were to try to run its 
trains only once in 10 minutes in the 
flack hours of the day the street cars 
would rob it of the bulk of its passen- 
gers. 

Now,in England our tusiness’ is all 
between places which in America would 
be.regarded as close together. We call 
Manchester ‘‘the north of England,” yet 
Manchester is only 4} hours from Lon- 
don: Consequently there must be trains 
between the two points at all hours of 
the day, td bait the convenience of pas- 
sengers wanting to go at any time. Con- 
sequently, too, each train tuns with very 
much less than a trainload of passen- 
zers. Then these trains must be run at 
gh speeds, for though a few minutes 
more or le&s are of little importance in a 
journey of hundreds of miles, a quarter 
of an hour out of four hours is a very 
considerable percentage. High speeds 
mean few &tops, and few stops mean ad- 
Gitiónal trains to serve the second class 
stations. Then high speeds and frequént 
expresses for passengeté tiean high 
speeds and short trains for good—that 
is, half loaded—engines, for an engine 
loaded to its full capacity moves so 
slowly—occupies the line, that is, for so 
long a period—that itis impossible to 
find room for ft. } j 

But it would not be true to say that 
the goods are worked at high speed sim- 
ply for the convenience of the railway 
management, On the contrary, the de- 
mand for speed in the case of merchan- 
dise traffic is fnlly abreast of that in the 
case of passengers. Broadly, it may be 
said that the English goods service is 
based on the supposition that, between 
important towns at least, whatever is; 
handed tö the railway company at the 
forwarding station dver night will be de 
livered to the consignee the first thing 
next morning. Now, a service such as 
this, in the nature of things, can never 
be a cheap one.—Engineering Magazine. 


Two Hundred Inches of Rainfall. 

Cherra Punji, in the Khasi hills, As- 
sam, British India, is the ‘pole of the 
greatest known rainfall.” In other words, 
it is the wettest region on the face of the 
&arth, Mr. Blandford, at a meeting of the 
London Meteorological society, read a 
paper entitled **Rainfall at Cherr Punji,” 
in which he presented incontestable proof 
of the extreme moisture of the country 
in question. The records go back for 
neatly 65 years, but prior to 1872 are 
tather incomplete, there being several 
whol yearsin which no record was kept. 
Carefully compiled data from these 
weather journals, however incomplete 
as they are, prove that quite frequently 
during the sammer, say from May to 
September, the rainfall for asingle month 
tanges from 100 to 212inches. Think of 
it! Nearly 15 feet of precipitation in 80 
days. Colonel Sir Henry Yule's register 
for the year 1841 shows that there were 
264 inches of rainfall during the month 
of August. That was something phenom- 
enal even for Assam, however, and is 
hot taken into account in the deductions 
made above.—St. Louis Republic.

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PRESIDENT CLEYELAND'S MESSAGE. 
A Brief, But Pointed Document 
in which “Prompt Repeat” 


of the Sherman Act is 
Recommended. 


Washington, D. C. Aug 8.—The mes- 
sage of President Cleveland has been 
presented to Congress. It is as follows: 
To the Congress of the United States: 
The existence of an alarming and extra- 
ordinary business situation involving 
the welfare and prosperity‘of all our peo 
ple, has constrained me to call together 
in extra session the people's representa- 
tives inCongress,to the end that through 
a wise and patriotic exercise of the legis- 
lative daty with which they solely are 
charged. present evils maybe. mitigated 
and dangers threatening the future may 
be averted. 

Our unfortunate financial plight is not 
the resultof untoward events nor of con- 


ditions related to our natural resources; 
nor is it traceable toany of the afflic- 
tions which frequently check national 
growth and prosperity. With plenteous 
crops, with abundant promise of remu- 
erative production and manufacture, 
without unusual invitation to safe invest- 
ment band with satisfactory assurance 
to business enterprise; suddenly finan- 
cial distrust and fear have sprung up on 
every side. 

Numerous moneyed institutions have 
suspended becanse abundant assets were 
not immediately available to meet the 
demands of frightened depositors. Sur- 
viving corporations and individuals are 
content to keep in hand the monev 
they are usually anxious to loan, and 
those engaged in legitimate business 
are surprised to find that the securities 
they offer for loans, though heretofore 
satisfactory,are no longer accepted. Val- 
ues supposed to be fixed are fast becom- 
ing conjectnral, and loss and failare 
haye involved every branch of business. 

I believe these things are principally 
chargeable to Congressional legislation 
touching the purchase aud coinage of 
Bilver by the general Governmeat. 

This legislation is embodied in stat- 
ue passed on the 14th. day of July, 1890, 
which was the culinination of much agi- 
tation on the subject involved, and 
which may be considered a truce, after 
along struggle, between the advocates 
of free silver coinage and those intend- 
ing to be more contervative. 

SILVER PURCHASES. 


Undoubtedly the monthly purchases 
by the government of 4,500,000 ounces of 
silver, enforced under that statate were 
regarded by those interested in silver 
production as acertain guaranty of its 
increase in price. The result, however, 
has been entirely different, for immedi 
ately following a spasmodic and slight 
rise, the price of silver began to fall after 
the' passage of the act, and has since 
reached the lowest point eyer known. 
This disappointing result has led to re- 
newed presistent effort in the direction 
of free silver coinage. 

Meanwhile, not only are The evils ef- 
fects of the operation of the present law 
constantly accumulating, but the result 
to which the execution must inevitably 
lead is becoming palpable to all who 
give the least heed to diano] subjects. 

This law provides that in payment for 
the 4,500,000 ounces of silver bullion | 
which the secretary of the treasury 18 
commanded to purchase monthly, there 
shall be issned treasury notes redeema- 
ble on demand in gold or silver coins, 
at the discretion of the Secretary of the 
Treasury,and that said notes may be 
reissued. It is, however, declared in the 
act to be “the established policy of the 
United States to maintain the two met- ; 
alson a parity with each other upon 
the present legal ratio or such ratio as 
may be provided by law." 

This declaration so controls the action 
of the Secretary of the Treasury as to 
prevent his exercising the discretion 
nominally vested in him, when by such 
action the parity between gold and silver 
may bedisturbed. Manifestly a refusal 
by the secretarv to pay these Treasury 
notes in gold, if demanded, would nec- 


| essarily result in their discredit and de- 


preciation as obligations payable only 
in Silver and would destroy the parity 
between the two metals bv establishing 
& discrimination in favor of gold, 


BULLION REMAINS UNCOINED. 


Up to the 15th day of July, 1893, these 
notes had been issued in payment of 
silver bullion purchases, to the amount 
of more than $147,000,000. While all 
but avery small quantity of this bullion 
remains ancoined and without useful- 
ness in the treasury, many of the notes 
given in its purchase have been paid in 
gold. This is illnstrated by the state- 
ment that betweeen the let dsy of May, 
1892, and the 15th day of July, 1893, the 
notes of this kind issued in pavment for 
silver bnllion amounted to a little more 
than $54,000,000 and that during the 
same period about $49,000,000 were paid 
by the Tressnry in gold for the redemp- 
tion of such notes  . 

The policy necessarily adopted of pay- 
ing these notes in gold has not eed 
the gold reserve of one hundred millions 
of dollars long ago set aside by the Gov- 
ernment for the redemption of other 
notes, for this fund has slready been 
subjected to the payment of new obliga- 
tions amounting to about $150,000,000 on 
account of silver purchases, and has as a 
consequence, for the first time since its 
creation. been encroached upon. 

We have thus made the depletion of 
our gold easy, and have tempted other 
and more apprehensive nations to add 
it to their stock. That the opportunity 
we have offered has not been neglected 
is shown by the large amounts of gold 
which have been recently drawn from 
our treasury and exported to increase 
the financial strength of foreign nations, 
The excess of exports of gold over its im- 
ports for the year ending Jund 30, 1893, 
amounted to more than $87,500,000. 

Between the first day of Julv, 1893, 
and the fifte:nth day of July, 1893 the 
gold coin and bnllicn in our Tressnry 
decreasek more than $132,000,000, while 
during the same period the silver coin 
and bullion in the Treasury increased 
more than $147,000,000. Unless govern- 
ment bonds are to be: constantly issned 
and sold to replenish our exhausted gold 
only to be again exhausted, it is appar- 
ent that the operation of the silver pur- 
chase law now in' force, leads in the di- 
rection of the entire substitution of sil- 
ver for gold in the government treasury 
and that this must be followed by the 
payment of all government. obligations 
in depreciated silver. 

At this stage gold and silver must part 
company and the government must fail 
in its established policy to maintain the 
two metals on a parity with each other. 
Given over to the exclusive use of a cur- 
rency greatly depreciated according to 
the standard of the commercial world, 
we could no longer claim a place among 
nations of the first class, nor conld our 
government claim a performance of its 
obligation so far ass an obligation has 
been imposed upon it, to provide for the 
use of the people the best and safest 
money. . 

If, as many of onr friends claim, silver 
ought to occupy a large place in our car 
rency and the currencyeof the world 
throngh general international co-opera- 
tion and agreement, it ia obvious that 
the United States will not be in a posi- 
tion to gain a hearing in favor of such 
an arrangement so longas we are will- 
ing to continue our attempt single 
handed. 

INFERIOR MONEY. 

The knowledge in business circles 
among our own ple that our govern- 
ment cannot make its fiat equivalent to 
intrinsic value, nor keep inferior money 
on & parity with — money by its 
own independent effort, has resulted in 
such & lack of confidence at home, in the 
stability of currency valnes that capital 
refuses its aid to new enterprises while 
millions are. zctually withdrawn from 
the channels of trade &nd commerce to 
become idle and unproductive in.the 
hands of timid owners. Foreign invest- 
ors equally alert not only decline to pur- 
chaseA merican securities but make haste 
ux sacrifice these which they already 

ave. 

Tt does not meet the situation to say 
that apprebension in regard to the future 
of our finances is groundless and that 
there is no reason for lack of confidence 
in the purpose or power of the govern- 
ment in the premises. The very exis- 
tence of this apprehension and lack of 
confidence, however caused, is a menace 
which ought not for & moment to be dis- 
regarded. Possibly, if the undertaking 
we have in hand were the maintenance 
ofa fic known quantity of silver as 
& y with gold our ability to do so 
might be estimated and gauged and per- 
haps, in view of our unparalleled growth 
and resources. might be favorably 4- 
el ujon. Bot when our avowed en- 
deavor Ís tó imalntail &üoh parity lii te- 


| re 


gard toan amount of rilver increasing 
at the rate of $50,000,000 yearly, with no 
fixed termination of such increase, it can 
hardly be said that a problem is present- 
ed whose solution is from donbt. 

he people of the United States are 
entitled to asound and stable currency, 
and the money recognised as such on 
every exchange &nd in every market of 
the world. Their Government has no 
right to injure them by financial experi- 
ments op to the policy and a 
tice of other civilized States, nor is it 
justified In permitting |an exaggerated 
and unreasonable re'iance on cur nation- 
al strength and ability t4 jeopardize the 
soundness of the people's money. 

ABOVE PARTY POLITICS. 


This matter rises above. the plane of 
party politics. It vitally concerns every 
business and calling amd enters every 
household in the land.| There is one 
important aspect of the subject which 
especially should never be overlooked. 

Attimeslike the present, when the 
evils of unsound finance threaten us, the 
speculator may anticipate a harvest 
gathered from the misfortunes of othera. 
the capitalist may protect himself by 
hoarding or may find profit in the fluct- 
uation of values, but the wage earner, 
the first to be injured by the depre iated 
currency, and the last to receive the ben- 
efit of its correction—is| practically de 
fenseless. He relies for work npon the 
ventures of confident and contented 
capital. This failing him, his condition 
is without alleviation, for he can neither 
prey on the misfortunes| of others nor 
hoard his labor. One of the greatest 
statesmen our country has ever; known, 
speaking more than 50 years ago, when 
a derangement of the currency had caus- 
ed commercial distress, paid: The very 
man ofall others who had the dee in- 
terest in a sound currency and who suf- 
fers most by mischievous) legislation in 
money mattera, is the man who earns 
his daily bread by his daily toil.” 

These words are as pertineat now as 
on the day they were uttered and ought 
to impressively remind nstbata failure 
in the discharge.of our duty at this time 
must especially injure those of ourcoun- 
trymen who labor, and who becanse of 
their nnmber and condition, are entitled 
to the most watchful care of their Gov- 
ernment, | 
. Itik of the utmost importance that 
snch relief a& Congress can afford in the 
existing situation be afforded at ence. 
The maxim “He gives twire who gives 
qnickly." is directly applicable. It may 
be true that the embarrassments from 
which the business of the country is suf- 
fering arise as mach from) evila appre- 
hended as from those actnally existing. 

We may hope. too, that alm couns Is 
will prevail and zthat neither the capi- 
talists nor the wage earriers will give 
wav to nnreasoning panic.| and sacrifice 
their property or their interests nnder 
the inflnence of exaggerated fear. Never- 
theless, every day's. delav| in removing 
one of the plain and principal causes. of 
the present state of. things enlarge the 
mischief already done and [increase the 
responsibility of the Government for its 
existence. Whatev?r els the people 
have a right to expect from Gongresa 
they may certainly demand that legisla- 
tion condemned by the ordeal of three 
years’ disastrous experience shall be re- 
moved from the statute books as soon as 
their representatives can) legitimately 
deal with it. 

TARIFP REFORM, 

It was my purpose to simmon Con 
gress in specia] session carly in the com- 
ing September, that we might enter 
promptly upon the work ofjtariff reform 
which the trne interests of the country 
clearly demand, that which so large a 
majority of the people,as shown bv their 
suffrages, desire, expect, and to the ac- 
complishment of which every effort of 
the present Administration is pledged. 
Bnt while tariff reform has lost nothing 
of its immediate and permanent import- 
ance, and must in the near future en- 
pgagethe attention of Congress, it has 
seemed to me that financial condition 
ofthe country should and) beforé all 
other subjects he considered by your 
honorable body. z 

I earnestly recommend the prompt re- 
peal of the provisiongof thé act passed | 
July 14, 1890, anthoriting the purchase 
of silver bullion, and that other legisla- | 
tive action may pnt beyond all doubt or | 
mistake the intention and the ability of 
the government to fulfill its pecuniary 
obligations in money univerrally recog- 
nized by all civilized countries.

The business centre of Snow Hill was 
destroyed by fire lest Monday night.

The objections that are mede to 
the sending of our fire to help 
neighboring towns in the time | of-tbeir 
extremity, makes Ít pertinent to ask If 
the Mayor and Council should | pass an 
ordinance or by-law to preyent It. 

Those who favor it pnt it | on the 
ground of the risk of fire while | |the ed» 
gine is absenti 

True, thtre I8 risk, but Is it b immi- 
nënt as that the law of self tion 
over-rides the law of common humanity 
or good neighborhood? Surely not. 
With all the requests that have been or 
are likely to be made on us, the risks 
are not exceeding one in fifty, if balf so 
great. It is doubtful if there|are six 
alarms of fire in twelve months, which 
is at the rate of one in sixty days. Of 
all the alarms given it fs safe to say.that 
at least thrce out of Ihe six are. prema- 
ture orare extinguished without the aid 
of the fire engine. Thia reduces the act- 
ual need of an engine to one in 10 days. 
Now let bs ettppose the engine to be sent 
twotimesin the vear; tliis makes the 
risk one in sixty. 

Can we not for the sake of humanity 
and our own reytitation afford jo take 
this risk; even if we hate-to g0 to tlie 
expense of hatihy the Mayor puf on ex- 
tra patrol for the few hours it is absent, 
and each individual exercise a little ex- 
tra vigilance, and thus minimize the 
kanger. Another element. that lessens 
the risk of being called on is that most 
of the towns of the peninsnla have en» 
gines and thetcfort it would only be in 
the direst necesrity that we would be call- 
ed on bv those towns, or in fact, by any 
town. Another and most importónt fac- 
tor which still further reduces the risk 
is the fact.of the water works and fire plugs. 
If our water-works are worth the money 
we pay, as a fire extinguisher, il n'tyht to 
be more efficient than the lire engine. 
It is more speedy of application.| has a 
stand pipe or gravity pressure, and direct 
communication with the river, with its 
inexhaustible supply. ] 

We had always believed this system 
more eflicacious than the fire engine on 
account of these features, but of] these 
we make no comparison, for wa need 
both. We would suggest that whén the 
engine leaves town let the direct com- 
munication be made at once. 

It is possible that Salisbury may be 
destroyed while the engine is absent, 
but it is not probable. In the ordi- 
nary affairs of life we act on the law of 
probabilities and not on possibilities. 
While in nce-sifcous cases we go to the 
extreme of danger and ofttimes heroical- 
ly risk life to help a fallen being. 

If Princess Anne were in flames and 
houses being destroyed tonight and the 
ery for help came over the wire, could 
anyone be so heartless as to refuse the 
engine, and leave his own home if he 
felt the nevessity for it? 

If Salisbury were in flames tonight and 
beyond the control of the engine and 
water works, or were the engine disabled 
as one notable octasion vhen we called 
for help from Wilmington, Crisfield and 
Cambridge, would our citizens be likely 
to call for aid from the nearest point 
they could get it, or would they sit down 
and phlegmatically reason on the possi- 
bility of Crisfield or Pocomoke City be- 
ing burned while their engines were 
away. Several of the objectors were 
compelled to admit that they would be 
likely to ask for aid under such cirenm- 
stances. Can we afford to etultify our- 
selves by asking for help when we can't 
return the favor? or to put it on more 
selfish ground, would it be wise to éstop 
ourselvea from aid when we most need 
* f is possible that our town may be 
destroyed while the engine is away, and 
it is also possible that It may be destroy- 
ed for want of help, when the engine is not 
away, which has taken place once in the 


. memory of almost the youngest child. 


If the risk isso great as some allege, 
it isstrange that we can get our frame 
residences insured at 1 per cent for three 
years. 

Let us look at both sides of the propo- 
sition and ask ourselves the question, 
would it not be more prudent to leave it 
to the wise discretion of the Mayor and 
Cofincil to ask as well as give aid in the 
time of necessity.

BUFF COCHIN FOWLS. 


The Merits and Demerits of One of the 
Oldc.t Distinct Breeds of Fowls. 

Let the gamecock crow and claim hib 
early ancestors. He can hardly claim 
more honor than the Cochins, one of the 
oldest of the distinct breeds known to 
the world. This breed appears to have 
becn imoorted into this country about 
1847. The gigantic size of the fowle, 
their gentle disposition, prolificacy and

the ease with which they could be kept 
in coufinement rapidly made them fa- 
vorites, Indeed no other breed ever at- 
tractéd equal attention or maintained 
gnch high prices for so long a length of 
time. Even now men are mad for Co- 
chins. giving in some instances as high 
as{i150a pair-for fine specimens. The 
principal colors bred are white, buff and 
partridge. 

In the illustration is shown a full 
feathered Buff Cochin that was 8 prize 
winner at the last New York poultry 
show, As will be seen, the shanks are pro- 
fuscly feathered down to the toes and the 
thighs plentifully furnished with downy 
feathers denominated **fluff." The qual- 
ity of! this "fluff" and of the feathering 
generally is usually a good indication of 
the breed. If fine and downy, the birds 
are probably well bred. but if rank and 
course they will not be worth attention 
as fancy or exhibition birds. 

The merits of the Cochins have already 
been hinted at. The chicks are hardy 
nud grow fat. The fowls will do well 
in confined space, are tame and seldom 
guarm "hey cannot fly, and a low 
fence will keep thew within bounds. 

The hens are good sitters and mothers, 
ly they are profific layers. Un- 
ly the defects of the Cochin are 
The flesh is inferior to 
nd there is a great

absence of breast > hen, while an 
excollent layer, has a desire to sit after 
evi vy dozen or score of eggs, and this is 
Irccblesome except where a regular and 
coustant succession of chicks is desired, 
Dinally this breed is peculiarly subject 
to prejudicial fattening, which, when not 
guarded ist by the avoidance of fat- 
tening food, checks laying and some- 
tin:cs causes death. 


Harvest Hints. 

The value of the hay crop depends so 
Inz.ely npon its being harvested at the 
rizht time. and especially upon ita being 
properly cured without damage from 
ruins, that the time of the hay harvest is 
always a season of anxiety. Clover and 
orchard grass are the first crops to be 
miule into hay. From the brittleness of 
the cured leaves of clover and the coarse- 
ness of ‘the stems itis much more diffi- 
cult to cure successfully than the small- 
er stalked grasses which constitute the 
bulx of the hay crop. Clover should be 
cut for hay as soon as the blossoms be- 
gin to turn slizhtly brown, for the deyel- 
opment and ripening of the seed will 
uke the stems more woody and less nu- 
tritious. When mown, theswathshould 
lie in the sun until the upper portion is 
partly cured. Then turn it over and 
generally. finish by placing into small 
cocks until Gry enough for the barn. 
Tke less handling und stirring it receives 
while being cured the better. In a sea- 
sou of continued dry weather it may be 
hauled in from the swath or windrow 1f 
cured evough, but clover will not shed 
rain inan uncovered cock and is dam- 
agod by a heavy dew. 

Timothy is the standard hay grass of 
the country, and of the twois more re- 
sist unt to injury from w wet than clover. 
Neither one, however, sould be allowed 
to become wet from riin afler it has part- 
ly dried when it is possible to prevent it. 
When catching, showery weather pre- 
vails, partly cured bay shonld be placed 

(cocks znd cover . with hay caps, of 
which every fan ould have a sup-

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Silos at the Chicago Fair. 

The two silos erected for the benefit of 
the live stock department are circular, 
0 feet in ciameter and 30 feet high on 
tio sides, with a capacity of 200 tons 
fach. The foundations are of brick, laid 
in cement and plotcred inside and out, 
Above this the tramework is of wood, 
the lining being of matched and dressed 
strips nailed obliqnely. so as to insure 
the greatest po strength. Between 
this lining and the outer walls is an air 
chamber of some I8 inches, The outer 
wall is of perforated sheet iron nailed on 
studding one foot apart, plastered with 
waterproof cement and finished with two 
coats of paint. 
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Poultry Points. 

The new Columbian Wyandotte, in- 
troduced by a New England fancier, is 
described ns having the markings of the 
light Brahma, with the symmetry of the 
Wyandotte, their clean, yellow legs and 
close fitting combs. 

When whitewashing the poultry prem- 
isc:, add coarse rock salt, say a handful 
tow pail of the wash, which will harden 
it materially. and when it is dry it will 
not easily rub off. 

The Andalusians: belong to the Span- 
ish family, nil of which are great layers 
of eggs, large for sosmall fowls. Their 
plumage is slaty blue, from light blue to 
very dark blue, approaching black. 

Keep the chickens growing. Feed is 
the keynote, the most important point. 

Fresh grass in abundance is an impor- 
tant item where good, strong chicks are 
desired, and grass is cheaper than grain. 

Separate.the pullets from the cockerels 
just as soon es the sexes can be clearly 
Cistinguished. 

Provide shelter from rain and sun. 

Chopped onions added to the usual ra- 
tions are not only invigorating, but ex- 
cellent when the fowls are subject to 
colds, 


Forage Plants at the Michigan Station. 

At the Michigan station have been 
tested two of the newly introduced for- 
uge plants npon sandy land. Spurry or 
yarr seems to do well. even where clover 
would not.. The seed zerminates quick- 
ly, the field showing creen in three days. 
It is in its best condition for pasture 
abont four weeks after sowing, but may 
be pastured sooner. It is fit to cut for 
hay in six weeks and for seed in eight 
weeks. In sowing for seed use fouf 
quarts of sced p-r acre, and for forage 
or to be plowed under sow eight quarta.

A Homemade Hoe abd Sled Marker Nor 
> the Garden. 

Take an old hoe and a piece of saw 
blade about a foot long and rivet them 
together, aa shown in the illustration. 
‘One wili have s very convenient hoe for 
the garden; strawberry patch or flower 
bed where the rows are narrow. This 
hoeis not meant to be used. for much 
scraping cud hanling of earth, but to

drav- over the gronnd and kill the weeds. 
It is very useful for this purpose, and a 
large space of ground can be gone over in. 
a short time if the weeds are small. 

Many gardeners prefer the sled form of 
marker to the peg style and claim supe- 
rior merits for it. The design shown in 
the second illustration differs somewhat 
from the usnal sled marker. 

The manner of, adjustiag the runners 
by mans of wedges is shown at the right. 
The handle may also be adjusted by 
means of a peg. The oricinator of this 
marker found that a long handle worked 
best—one about 15 feetlong. This mark- 
er has proved particularly useful when 
planting onion sets. By weighting slight- 
lyand drawing it backward quite a deep 
mark is made, in which the onions are 
placed. To cover the onions go over the 
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rows with & seed drill so adjusted that 
only the covering attachment touches the 
ground. The foregoing cuts and descrip 
tions are from American Gardening. 


What One Apiarist Wouldn't Do. 

Editor Alley tells, after 30 years among 
the bees, things he wouldn't do: 

I wouldn't use a hive that has a brood 
capacity of over 1,800 cubic inches, or, 
say, eight standard Langstroth frames. 
There are over 50,000 beekeepers who 
think as I do on this point. 

I wouldn't introduce a new queen for 
the sake of changing the race of any 
prosperous colony of bees. Those who 
do so will be the losers in the end. Aft- 
erthe swarming and honey seasons are 
over then change queens if necessary. 

I wouldn't wait for the honey to be 
capped before extracting if I were run- 
ning un apizry for extracted honey. As 
soon as the cells are full of nectar and 
capping has Leen commenced at the top 
of the combs I would commence to ex- 
tract. 

I wouldn't use a section case that is 
nonreversille. When sections are half 
fall, or even quite full, if reversed the 
bees will attach the combs solidly to all 
sides of the sections. Honey so stored 
can be shipped a long distance without 
breaking or leaking. 

I wouldn't put sections on a hive, no 
matter how popnlous the colony, until I 
could see that the bees are gathering 
some honey and had started to build 
brace combs between the top bars of the 
frames. Then I would put a few sec- 
tions on, but not over onc set of 24 sec- 
tions at a time. 


Surface Cultivation. 

Surface culture which keeps the soil 
mellow without destroying any of the 
roots is the proper method, writes & 
farmer in Farm, Field and Fireside. 

Surface culture preserves moisture by 
supplying a shallow mulch, which holds 
the riziug icis: re brought up by capil- 
lary nttraction until it is taken up by 
the roots of the growing crop. If the 
moisture and plant food which arise 
from the earth are not held in check by 
supplying a mellow aud fine surface soil, 
it will escape with the air and will be 
lost to the crop. Itis only necessary to 
stir the surface soil in the cultivation of 
those EY that require cultivation after 

lantin 
$ Aside. from the advantages mentioned, 
surface cultivation is a great economy of 
labor. Labor saving devices and meth- 
ods are greatly sought after. - In surface 
cultivation’ there is a great saving of 
labor. beth for man and team. Labor 
is saved,.the roots of plants are pre- 
served, food to the ¢rop is saved. and in 
every way ihe benefits are large and 
many. 

Cutwornis nnd Muskmelons. 

One of the worst enemies of the musk- 
melon is the «utworm. He is very fond 
of wheat middlings, and American Cul- 
livator suggests that advantage can be 
taken of this to destroy him by poison- 
ing. Mixa very little paris green with 
the middlings and then strew the poi- 
soned mixiure in a circle around the hill 
and as close to the plants us possible. 
Numbers of dead cutworms will be found 
every morning. So long as they can get 
the widdlings they cere for nothing else. 
Of course care should be taken to keep 
fowls or chickens from getting at the 
menl. When cultivation begins, a little 
earth is drawn over what middlings is 
not consumed, an it makes an excellent 
fertilizar te, 

In the Vezciíaiblo Garden. 

Frequent torings among cabbago and 
cauliflower plants to loosen the soil will 
make therm prov faster. 

If you havo not clready done so, sow 
cabbage, suvoys and brussels sproutsfor 
winter use. 

Czenmbers for pickles are generally 
sow about the Ist of July. 

Don't sow melons alongside of squashes 
ft cucumbers.

Incnitivating sweet potatoes giveclean 
cul:rre until tho vines have wholly cov- 
ered the ground.

WHEREAS, »t the January Session, 1892, of 
the General Assembly of Maryland, a bill was 
passed proposing an amendment to the Uot: 
stitution, which amendment is Chapter 613 of 
the Acts of 1892, and Is as follows, to wit: 

CHAPTER sis. 
AN ACT to nti an additional section ts 
article fotr of the Constitution of the State, 
Betrron i. Tode chacted by Me eneral Ar- 
sembly er Mirytand, Three-firths of all the 
members of the two houses concurring, that 
the following weclion be, and the same is 
hereby proptted, as an amendment to the 
‘Cometttion of this State; and if adopted by 
tte Taga) and qualified valhers thereof, as tete 
in WPovided, the same shall supersede and 
Wind In the place of Sectio thirty-nine ef 
Article four of sald constitution: 
Sec. 39. The General Assembly shall, as 
oftenasittay think the same proper and 
expedient, provide by law for the election of 
am aditttona! Judge of the Supreme Bench of 
BsRtmore city, and whenever provision isso 
mnSüe by the General Assembly, there shall 
lbe elected by the voters of sald city another 
“Judge of tbe Supreme Bench of Baltimore 
telty, who shall be subject to the same consti- 
'tutional.provisions, hold his office for the 

same term of years, receive the same com- 
‘pensation, and have the sume powers 85 are; 
-or shall be provided by the Constitution, or 
-laws of this State, for the judges of said Su- 
preme Bench of Baltimore city, and the Gen- 

‘eral Assembly may provide bylaws, or the 
Supreme bench by lts rules, for requiring 
causes in any of the courts of Baltimore city 
to be tried before tbe Court without a Jury, 
unless the litigants or some one of them shall 
within such reasonable time or times, as may 
be prescribed, elect to have thelr causes ttted 
before ajury. And the General Assembly 
muy respportion change er enlarge the Juris- 
diction of the sevemi courts in sald city. 

Sec.2 And be farther enacted, by the au- 
thorily aforesaid, That the foregoing section 
hereby proposed as an amendment to the 
Constitution shall be,at the next general elec- 
Rhos te be held in this State, submitted to the 
hegasiand qualified voters thereof for thelr 
‘adoption or rejection ia pursuance of the di- 
rection contained im article fuurteen of the 
Constitution of thts State: and at the said 
general electfom the vote on sald proposed 
amea@nrent to the Constitution shall be by 
ballot, and upon each ballot there shall be 
written or printed the words “For the Consti-

FEMALE, WOMAN, LADY. 


fb» Distinctive Between Several Worda 


and How They Stay Bo Used. 

A1 interesting discnssion is going on in 
the coluniits of some newspapers over 
the use of the words “lady” and “wom- 
an.” There is no real difference as to 
thé 6c s upon which each wotd is 
to be used, bit there is a frank acknowl 
edgment upon the paft of some that they 
do not use the word “wotran” where 
their good sense tells them that they 
#honld, for fear that it might give of- 
fense to the person to whom it was di- 
rected “as not sufficiently polite.” 

'Fhere are certainly no wotds so abused 
as “woman;” “lady” and ‘‘fetnale.” 
Among certain people the use of the sec- 
ond of these terms is like the wearing of 
fine clothes or jewelry. Originally be- 
longing to a superior class they insist on 
appropriating it to themselves as proof 
that they äre the equals of any other so- 
cial body. Now, While all that may be 
trie ehóngh and while class distinctions 
have no place in this country this tise of 
the word has led to ame strange: and 
amusing confusions. The httmotist who 
depicted the servant as addressing her 
mistress, “Mam, the Ianndry lady is 
a-wanting te speak to the woman of the 
honse," did not have to depetid npon his 
imagination for his facts. , 

As absurd things as that may be heard 
in any one of the large dry goods stores 
in town any day, and almost any news 
paper will yield a rich specimen or two. 
Bishop Warren, referring to this same 
point, says that he glanced at the wall 
opposite him at the moment and saw a 
diploma froni the '"—— Female acade- 
fny;" and then turned to n bookcase and 
read ds the title of one of the volumes 
there, “Female Holiness.“ In the report 
of a sonthern woman's Christian tem- 
perance union convention appears the 
fact that “Mrs. Blank was chairlady." 

Now the proper word in all this is 
“wom,” That is always and ever 
right. Than it there is no nobler or 
stronger word in the English language. 
"Man" is a general word as well as a 
particular one, aud as such includes both 
sexes, RO that the term *'chairniw" sig- 
nifies tg sülwervience of one sex to the 
domination of the other. If called upon 
to address a stranger, a wottan, then the 

r word is “madam” and not “lady, 
this way" and “lady. that way,” as so 
many üshers appear to think to'be the 
‘only soltition to the problem of address. 

“Female” is never to be usedas à syno- 
iym of “woman.” Itis a term common 
to otie-half of the anital creation, and tc 
apply it to woman as the substantive of 
designation is an inetilt. ^'Lady" is ap- 
plicable to every well bred and educated 
woman, but it is something that is re- 
served rather for social usage and: has 
not the sturdy strength and nobility of 
«Woman. "—Boston. Journal, 


€olot Protection From Intense Heat. 

With reference to the protective effect 
of certain colore against the sun's rays, 
years on my w&y to India the second 
time, hating already been invalided 
home Otice from the effects of the sun, 
it occurred to mie to try the photogra- 
pher’s plan. I reasoned to myself that 
since no one ever got sunstroke of sun 
fever froin exposure to a dark source of 
heat or even to oë whith, though lumi- 
nous, possessed no great degree of chem- 
ical energy —the furnaces in the arsenal, 
for example—it could hot be the heat 
rays, therefore, which injured one, but 
niust be the chemical ones only. 

If therefore one treats one's own body 
as the photographer treats his plates 
and envelops one's self in yellow or 
dark red, one ought to be practically se- 
cure, and since the photographer lined 
the inside of his tents agd belongings 
with yellow it was obviously immaterial 
whethet one wore yellow inside or out. 
Í bad my bats and coats lined with yel- 
low, and with most satisfactory results, 
for during five years and even extreme 
exposure never once did the yellow lin- 
ing fail me, but every time that either 
through carelessness or overconfidence 
İ forgot the precaution a very short ex- 
posure sufficed to send’ me down with 
the usual sun fever. Many friends tried 
the plan and all with the same satisfac- 
tory results.—Cor. Lahore (India) Civil 
and Military Gazette.

The present tariff has driven the larg- 
est growers of the county tothe decision 
not to prow any more till here is an ad- 
justment of the rates more favorable to 
shippers.

Wells 
have been bored very generally from 
300 to 500 feet deep’ from which excel- 
lent water is secured,and by using it 
the health of the inhabitamts is greatly 
improved, which would seem to indicate 
that the subsoil water formerly used for 
drinking purposes had a great deal to 
do with the causation of malaria in that 
section of the state.”

THE EGG INDUSTRY. 
mtu, ? 
Wicomico Farmesè Bhouid feat! ihi and 
Profit Thsrelp.

To. the farmers and the farmer’ 
wives sud datighters wit look afte 
the w6lfare aiid toinfort of the hens, 
We publish this taken from the Ohio 
Poultry Journal : ; 

“The question is often asked by city 
consumers, why if is that I cannot get 
good, sweet, fresh eggs, front my gto- 
cer? This cannot be wholly laid at 
the door of the Obligiiig clty groter, as 
he hes much else to sell and so masy 
other things to think of; that he nat- 
urally enough neglects his éducation 
on the egg. He labors under the etro- 
neous impression that ùn Bgg is ah 
egg, end that a shell no matter 
what it has in it or how boiled and ili 
looking it may be, contains that swe&t, 
nütritious morsel sb li demahd aud B6 
n@cesssry in cooking and on the table. 

Every man, woman and child who 
handles the egg is more or less respon- 
sible for its condition at the table, but 
let us address a few remarks to tlie 
farmer, or more properly to the farm- 
ers’ wife, for it is she Whb generall¥ 
look& after the welfare and comfort 6f 
fowls, fio which &ource she often 
obtains her pin money and frequently 
the necesities of life. 

Will the farmer please stop and ask 
himself what kind of eggs he would 
wish to buy were lie ali lsiBabltaut of & 
tity atid dependent üpon a retail gro- 
cer for his supplies? Will the farm- 
ers’ wife stop cnd consider the impor- 
tance of good fresh eggs to the city 
house wife? Were you in her place 
how much more per dezén would yo 
be willing to pay for large, clean, fresh 
eggs than for the little, puny. settled, 
or stale eggs. so Many are now com- 
pelled to use ? 

Our country producers must dibBa- 
buse tlieir minds of the opinion that 
tity corisumers do not know the differ- 
ence between a fresh egg and a fresh 
looking stale egg. Facts are that many 
do not, but the majority do, and enjoy 
a fresh egg on a piece of toast fully as 
well as the farmer. Remember this 
and take more care of your eggs. City 
people are perfectly willing to pay well 
for the luxury of fresh eggs if you will 
supply them. Take care of your eggs 


and it will be money in your pocket. 


Gather them every day and market 
them often. 

To have eggs you must feed and cere 
for your fowls as you do for your 
horses and cattle and not allow them 
to seek out a filthy living around the 
maniire : iles or on a big diet from the 
orchards. Give them at least two regu- 
lar meals each day. The main point 
in feed is variety. Whole corn week 
in and week out; doe not conduce to 
the Health of the fowl or the full sup- 
ply of eggs. Give wheat, oats, (faw or 
boiled.) turnips, and other vegetables 
boiled and mixed with bran, com 
meal, or corn chops Supply them 
with plenty of ground oyster shells, 
which furnishes lime to form the shell 
of the egg. They can be procured at a 
very small cost of two or three cents a 
pound. You will find they will thribly 
pay you the cost. 

In the winter supply them with 
warm, comfortable houses, and clean, 
dry roosts and nests. If the weather is 
excessively cold, give them plenty of 
warm water two or three times a day. 
Warmth is more potentin inducing the 
hens to lay than anything else. You 
can get no eggs in winter from a shiv- 
ering hen. Keep the inside of the hen 
house whitewashed and sprinkle the 
floor frequently with slacked lime or 
thick whithwash. This kilis the ver- 
min and counteracts the dangerous 
effects of impurities arising from filth, 
and keeps the air sweet and pure. The 
careful compliance with these simple 
rules and the judicious use of a little 
more time will pay you. 

Farmers, let me give you a little ad- 
vice for which we make no charge, but 
assure your troubled conscience that 
our reward is certain. Instead of in- 
| vesting twenty five dollars in another 
| cow, invest in a brood of one hundred 
| young hens, and if these hens are 
| properly cared for, we promise they 

will lay you twelve to thirteen hundred 
dozen eggs in one year, which, if mar- 
keted fresh, will net you in the neig- 
borhood of one hundred and seventy 
dollars. What better investment do 
you want? Do not try to do too much. 
More than three to four hundred hens 
on a farm will bea burden and expense. 
The profitable laying period of a good 
| healthy hen is about thirty months, 
and she should be fattened for the 

| market during her third year. Do not 
sell your young hens, for they will 
make your best layers during the win- 
ter season when eggs are high. Let us 
urge you to never sell a young ‘hen, 
but instead fatten up your old hens 
and roosters once in each year and 
market them. For and all-purpose 
fowl, a cross between the brown Leg- 
horn and Plymouth Rock is the best, 

| although there are many good kinds. 
Introduce new blood into your flock 
each year by the exchange of the male 
birds. 

The American farmers, as a rule, do 
| not pay enough attention to their 

poultry for their own good. A young 
hen is nota worthless nuisance to be 
left alone to pick her own living. She 
is valuable property and if properly 
cared for she will pay you larger inter- 
est on your money and labor than any 
other farm product. Don’t forget this! 
Increase your flock to thres hundred 
hens at once. It will psy you. Few 
are aware of the value and importance 
of the egg business as a source of 
wealth to our nation. 

The amount of business done in the 
United States in the egg trade exclu- 
sively will amount to over $200,000,000 
each year. New York city alone con- 
sumed $12,000,000 worth in 1890 at an 
average price of eighteen cents a dozen. 
The poultry and egg business outranks 
any tingle product, except corn, raised 
and sold in this country. 

Notwithstanding these facts we find 
people who think it a small business 
and time wasted for the farmer to give 
his poultry flock a little time and stten- 
tion. A farmer could doa great deal 
worse than make poultry raising, for 
the eggs they produce, a specialty."

The writer has 
been quite £nccessful with two crosses, 
those made by mating. an African gan- 
der und Embden geese and then crossing 
the yonny ;cese with a pure African 
gander. The most perfect geese are the 
poe bred African, as they mature ear- 
ier nnd will lay more eggs while young, 
tud they are very vigorous and hardy. 
It is'nsaal to raise all of them that are 
batched: 

‘The Toulouse, though s large breed of 
geese, are not quite ns hardy. They aré 
fully as good layers as the African, but 
will not take on flesh quite as fast when 
fatting for the early market. 

The Embden. sometimes called the 
Brennen, although not quité 8s large äs 
either of the other two varieties, have 
ie advantage of being pure white, with 
| a yellow bill. When picked, their flesh 

is very whita and will sell readily, yet 
they are not us good layers as the others 
mentioned, scidom laying more than 19 
or 5 eggs to uclutch.

Every 
gosling may be regarded as worth $1 as 
| soon as it i« two days old. In the cross 
mentio: 1 above an improvement is 
gained 11 the umnber of eggs, a marked 
hnprovenieni in the color of the flesh, 
and the green poose for early market, if 
well fatted, will sell very readily.

DIPPING SHEEP. 


flow This is Done Where Thotisands of 
Animals Must Be Treated. 


It represents the 
matiner of dipping sheep commoti on 
the large western ranges. It is simply & 
long channel tank filled with the dip, 
throbgh which the sheep sre driven, 
forced along by attendants, as shown. 
This is the only practical method where 
thousands of shcep must be tteated, ex- 
cept the tecently invented dipping 
tanks ot itinchines, whith answer the 
same purpose and are more econotnical 
perhaps, requiring less of the mixture. 

The report of the department of agri- 
culture on the parasites of sheep says: 
“Although tome dips af fairly effective 
when applied to sheep with the wool on, 
the dipping should, as a rule, be preced- 
ed by shearing. and the rnle should not 
be violated except on zeconpt of season. 
If any of a flock is affected with scab, 
all should be treated: otherwise the dis- 
ease will be carried along and break out 
from time to time. The wool of scabby 
sheep shotld be poisoned ot destroyed 
öt so safely stored that it cannot scatter 
the partsitë. 

“The Australiati or Rutherford dip has 
been quite successful in the hands of 
large Hock owhers. It is made as fob 
lows: Take of tobaced arid Bowers of sub 
phur one ponud cieu to every fouf gal- 
lous of water used. Steep the tobaccoina 
portion of the water two or three succes- 
sive times until all the juice isextracted. 


. DIPPING SHEEP ON A TEXAS RANCH. 


The leaves ot stemis of tobacco can bé 
used, but three tinies the weigtit of stems 
are required as of leaves. A fifess of 
wringer sùonld be used to squeeze out 
all the liquor. Mix the sulphur with 
water and stir it till of a creamy con- 
sistency. During the dipping keep the 
mixture constantly stirred up. It is 
more effective when applied at a temper- 
ature of 100 to 110 degrees in summer 
and 110 to 120 in winter. The sheep 
should remain iit it | to 14 ninutes, and 
the head should be completely immersed 
once. Eight of ten days after the first 
treatment it mnst be repeated, and 
sometimes xt third or fourth dipping will 
be necessary where any carelessness has 
occurred in preparing the mixture of 
when rain has wasti*l off the first appli- 
‘cation toosoon.”

American Agriculturist explains that 
the saving occurs iu three ways. First, 
the time and labor saved during the 
harvest season, to say nothing of the ad- 
vantage of pütting every load undera 
roof, and having no open stacks to be 
caught by sudden showers. Second, the 
elimination of the large waste on top 
and sides that follows stacking. There 
is practically no waste whatever with 
the hay barn. Third, the saving of labor 
in feeding the hay during the winter. 
This last is a considerale item, for it 
often means the board and wages of one 
man during the winter months. By put- 
ting a plain, strong manger or rack 
around the baru one man can do the 
work of two working in the old way. 
Suggestiou to Poultry Farmers. 

Every poulterer with large flocks 
needs at least a few acres for cropping 
and penning his birds upon alternately. 
One source of loss is wasting the drop- 
pings or selling them at too low a price 
when a large return might be derived 
from them if used for growing good 
fawily nnd poultry food. But the prin- 
cipal reason why the farm should be 
large enough to alternate the runs with 
crops is tu keep it clean and prevent dis- 
ease. An excellent plan for cropping 
aud penning land is illustrated in the 
cut showu herewith and thus described 
in The Farm Journal: 

Rows of posts are set permanently one 
rod apart or less. On these wire net is

Echoes From the Experiment Stations.

At the Utah station they find in two 
yetrs' trial that increasing the size of the 
Lives-of sco potatoes increases the 
y« d. but they doubt if pieces larger 
thi one-fourth of the potato will yield 
enough more to repay the cost of the 
cxtra amount of seed required. 

At the New York station concentrated 
foots like cottonseed meal, lirseed meal, 
ctc, furnished the richest manures in 
fo ding tests to ascertain the relative 
value of fertilizing matter in different 
clisses of foods. Next in order cam» 
ty leguminoas crops, as clover, peas, 
ttc., then followed grains, and lastly 
root crops. 


Deluine Merinos In Summer. 

During the summer months we have 
our Delaine Merinos divided into flocks 
of Seach. We bave the pastures, soar- 
ranged that they can be changed from 
vue pasture to the other. We haveeight 
clover and tumothy pastures, with plenty 
of fresh water. We salt twice a week 
mrlhave the sheds so arranged that the 
sheep can have free access to the shade 
in the heat of the day. You would be 
surprised how quickly they will seek the 
shade iu the mornings as soon as the sun 
gets hot. We try to keep the sheds clean 
and dry and use a little sprinkle of lime 
to keep the foul smell out. 

When the lambs are weaned, they are 
left in the field and the mothers taken to 
oiber quarters out of hearing of the 
hunbs cud ure kept ou a short pasture 
until their milk drics up. The lambs 
ate fed once daily with oats and bran, 
equal pirts by weigat. If possible, the 
lambs ought to be kept on good fresh 

, with plenty of fresh water. .

STATEOF MARYLAMD. , 
ExzECUTIVE DxrARETXENT. 


WHEREAS, Section one of Article fourteen 
of the Constitution of Maryland makes it the 
duty of the Governor to order tbe publication 
In certain newspapers to be designated by 
bim,of any bill,or bills passed proposing any 
amendments to the sald Constitution; and 

WHEREAS, st the January Session, 1892, of 
the General Assembly of Maryisnd, a bill was 
pessed proposing an amendment to the Con 
stitation, which amendment is Chapter 313 of 
the acts of 1989, and is as follows, to wit: 

CHAPTER 5313. 

AN ACT to add an additional section to 
Article fonr of the Constitution of the State, 

RECTION hl Th be enacted by the General Aw 

wembly of Maryland, Three-fifths of all the 
unembers of tbe two houses concurring, that 
‘the following section be, and the same is 
thereby proposed, as. an amendment to the 
"Constitution of this State; and If adopted by 
"the legal and qualified voters thereof, as here- 
Un provided, the same shall supersede and 
stand in the place of Section thirty-nine of 
Article four of said constitation. 

Sec. 9. The General Assembly shall, as 
often as It may think the same proper snd 
expedient, provide by law for the election of 
un additional Judge of the Supreme Bench of 
Baltimore city, and whenever provision isso 
msde by the General Assembly, there shall 
be elected by the voters of sald city another 
Judge of the Supreme Bench of Baltimore 
city, who shall be subject to the same consti- 
tutional provisions, bold bis office for the 
game term of years, receive the same com- 
pensation, and bave the same powers as are; 
or sball be provided by the Constitution, or 
laws of (his State, for the judges of said Su-

An Alligator's Nest.

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SCARLET CLOVER. 
There is every prospect now of a 


. short fodder crop inthis county; besides, 


the crop saved will be very inferior. The 
hay crop throughout the country is said 
to be very short; and that proyender will 
be very costly next year. 

Farmers of the county should not be 
slow to see the situation. 

Their only relief is in scarlet clover. 
Now that we have had plenty of rain 
there will be no trouble in: getting a 
stand. 

Don't fall into the error of supposing 
the seed will grow anywhere they are 
dropped; put your land in as good con- 
dition as you would do if you were going 
to sow turnip seed; drag it level” and 
cover the seed just as lightly as itis pos- 
sible to do and there is little danger of 
getting the seed too thick. About a gal- 
lon and a half of seed too the acre is 
the quantity usually sown. Ifyou put 
s peck to the acre you will make no mìs- 
take, as the clover will be better when 
seeded thick. 

Scarlet clover has no superior as a 
green feed. There is not the difficulty 

her, in curingit that many suppose 
there is. It is as easily cured as any of 
the provender crops—red clover or timo- 
thy. 

‘A few acres of this crop will save you 
many dollars next season that yon would 
otherwise have to put in hay. 

Don't fall intothe error that many oth- 
ers have,of supposing that the clover will 
grow on bald sand hills. It wont do it 
any more than corn or wheat will. Put 
it in good level land if you sow for prov- 
ender. The seed for an acre will only cost 
you about one dollar and a quarter. If 
you are short on provender there is noth- 
ing tbat you could put the acre in that 
would pay you better. 

The seed should now be gotten in at 
once. It really ought to be seeded be- 
fore the 15th. of this month, but unless 
the winter is very severe it will grow in 
this climate seeded as late as September. 


—Everything now points to the success 
of the anti-silver legislation in Congress. 
The house of Representatives will pass 
the bill providing for the repeal of the 
Sherman Act by a very large majority, 
and it is said that there is now no longer 
a reasonable doubt that the bill will pass 
the senate also. ` The whole force of the 
administration is behind the bill.

After the ceparture of Lilith, Eve was 
created avi married to Adffm in the 
presence of Jehovah and the angels, the 
sun, moon and stars dancing together to 
the angelic music rendered. Then the 
supreme happiness of the human pair 
excited the envy of even the angels, and 
the seraph Sammael tempted them and 
finally succeeded in bringing about their 
fall from innocence. Adam lived as a 
penitent on the very ground now occu- 
pied by the temple at Mecca, and Eve in 
a cave on the side of Mount Ararat.

Locusts Derouring Locusts. 

In the summer of 1883, in which the 
excessire heat and drought had brought 
about the nearly entire disappearance of 
vegetation iu a good partof the country 
and more particularly in the broken 
country of Banda Oriental, I had occa- 
sion to muke a journey from San Jose to 
Mercedes. At one place, Las Piedras, 
at which the diligence stopped, I noticed 
great numbers of locusts of the species 
Pezotettix vittiger, Pezotettix maculi- 
pennis aud Pezotettix arrogans, which 
covered the rrround and rocks. 

My attention was attracted by the 
fact of seeing around one locust a num- 
ber of other individuals of the same spe- 
cies, which were eating its soft parta 
even while it was yet alive and protest- 
ing vigorously. Isaw different attacks, 
in which the conquerors, two or three at 
a time, got hold of the weaker members 
of their own kind, throwing them over 
and opening the abdomen in order to 
devour the entrails, these being the soft- 
er and more savory portions, since they 
still contained some of the vegetable 
food. Cannibalism here appeared in its 
lowest deveiopment, and the numerous 
remains of those which had been eaten 
bore witness to the extent to which the 
process had been carried. 

In the face of facts of this character, 
it seems certain that nothing is sacred 
in nature when the prolongation of life, 
for the sake of the preseryation of the 
species, is concerned.—Carl Bergin Nat- 
ural Science.

, August indications point toa cotton 
crop not exceeding 7,500,000. bales, with 
favorable weather, suu very much less 
than that if insects and climate remain 
unfavorablé There isa scarcity rather 
than á surplüs of staple and desirable 
| goods, atid mills are already starting up 
to-fill orders, with every prospect of be- 
ing crowded to supply the domestic de- 
mand for the ensuing six months. 

Present indications point toa crop of 
1,750,000,000 bushels of corn, contrasted 
with 1,680,000,000 last year. But unless 
abundant rains prevail thronghout the 
corn belt in August, followed by mild 
weather, production may abriok to),600,- 
000,000 bushels. 

The wheat onttnrn will not exceed 
443,000,000 bushels, compared to614,000,- 
000 bushels as the average for the past 
two seasons. Nearly 2,500,000 less acres 
were devoted to wheat than last year. 

Available supplies of old wheat are 
40,000,000 bushels greater than a twelye 
month since, but eren allowing that 
farmers also hold 17,000,000 bushels more 
old wheat now than then, the total suo- 
plies for the ensuing year arë only 500,- 
000,000 bushel or 117,000,000 léas than 
the average of the two previous crops. 
Our home consumption hasaverged 365,- 
000,000 bushels annnally, leaving an ap- 
parent export surplas of 135,000,000 and 
the season before 225,000,000. 

This year’s acreage of oats was never 
exceeded except in 1888, when over 
750,000,000 bushels were grown on 27,- 
400,000, compared with 620,000,000 
bushels on a slightly smaller acreage 
this season. 

The veual quantity of rye, buckwheat 
and barley will be garnered: 

The supply of hay (over 83,000,000 tons) 
and other forage is abundant, though 
mill feed and cottonseed meal may be 
higher than last winter. 

The wool clip is somewhat heavier 
tban last year. Australasia's new clip 
is reduced owing to the losses the past 
year form drought. Imports into the 
United States are decreasing, but domes- 
tic trade is flat with a prospect for an 
upward turn-when buying begins. 

A serious reduction in the supply of 
live stock is reflected in reduced arrivals 
at our domestic market and decreased 
exporisduring the past seven months, 
with a very fair tendency to values. 
Much stock in Europe is being slaugh- 
tered because of drought, and later on 
the export demand is likely to be large. 

Butter, cheese and milk have been 
in only ordinary supply owing to the 
reduced number of cows, stocks are light 
and diary interesta were never in bet- 
ter shape for a profitable winter. 

There is an increased domestic crop 
of sugar but a shortage in the wold’s pro- 
duction of 300,000 long tons of sugar, 
but “prices are morelikely to be affected 
by changes in legislation than by chang- 
es in production." 

A reduced yield of heavy leaf and 
plug tobacco fis assured, and the cigar 
leaf crop of the Connecticut and H ousa- 
tonic Valleys bas been curtailed by 
drought and hail. An advance in prices 
is predicted. 

Hops will make a fair average yield in 
the United States, but are only balf to 
two-thirds of a full crop in Germany 
and with a light yield in England. The 
export demand will take at good prices 
every bale of American hops that can be 
spared. 

Reviewing the financial situation from 
the farmoers' standpoint, the Agricultarist 
concludes that “the prospect for prices in 
the early fature depends more upon the 
monetary situation than apon natural 
conditions, all ot which point to causes 
that should result in higher prices.” But 
the wheat crop is conceded to be over 
150,000,000 bushels less than last year in 
the leading importing countries. Stocks 
abroad are not materially larger than a 
year ago, 80 that the excess of fifty mil- 
lion bushels in the United States stocks 
of oldstill leaves an indicatee shortage 
in the bread crop of the world of 100, 
000,000 bushels of wheat. This allows 
Russia as good a crop as last year. 

Potatoes have felt the drought; and a- 
bout 165,000,000 dushels are leoked for 
—4lightly more than last year—compar- 
ed to 245,000'000 in the beautiful crop of 
two years ago. 

Winter apples promise to be in “very 
scant supply at high prices, but are every- 
where abundant. t 

The European rye crop is hardly afair 
average. Oats are under average and 
potatoes are injured by drought. With 
no extra surplus of the bread crops” and 
an assured deficit of wheat, the United 
States is likely to be called npon to ex- 
port as much wheat as last year, if not 
more. Indeed, exports have been much 
beavier since July 1 than last season. 

"This conclusion is justification that 
present prices of all grains are abnor- 
mally low as there is little evidence of 
our ability to spare as much wheat as 
Europe wants unless a large under-con- 
sumption prevails in the United States." 


The hay crop is believed to be worth to |. 


the farmers $1,000,000,000. Corn at 45 
cents per bushel,comes next,with a total 
of $725.000,000,followed by wheat,valued 
$300,000,000, if worth 60 cents a bushel, 
and by oats worth $185,000,000 if valued 
at 30 cents on the farm. Potatoes prom- 
ise to net an average of 70 or 75 cents 
per bushel, or a tota! of $125,000,000. 

This last is about one half the prospect- 
ive value of the cotton crop of 1893, reck- 
oned at $35 per bale.

f | are more justly abhorred abroad than 


the ordinary Briton on his travels, and 
even the well bred Englishman seeks by 
every means in his power to get out of 
the way of this greatest of all abomina- 
tions, the tourist cad. 

From the very moment that he leaves 
England and sets foot on a foreign 
shore the cad apparently casts to the 
winds all sense of decency and consid- 
eration for the feelings of those with 


whom heis brought in contact. Eng» 


lishmen, and, I may add, English women, 
ofthe cad species do not seem to havé 
the slightest consideration for their sur- 
roundings when abroad in the matter of 
dress; their one delight would appear to ba 
to endeavor to offend the susceptibilities 
of the foreigners with whom they are 
brought in contact either by the inade- 
quacy or else by the exaggerated and 
equally inappropriate magnificence of 
their attire. 

Another form of caddishness on the 
part of the traveling Briton is the bru- 
tality and unvarnished character of his 
criticism of everything and everybody 
that he sees after leaving home. Indeed 
one is often tempted to ask why he 
should have quitted his native sh 
seeing that he is so determined to 
everything bad and abhorrent that is 
foreign. He ridicules the language, he 
ridicules the accent, the appearance, the 
manners and the dress of all those whom 
he encounters abroad not quietly and 
unobtrusively, but in the most offensive 
and public way, without the slightest 
idea of concealment. If he meets an 
American, he is quite as ready as not to 
inform him that he speaks English with 
a nasal twang, totally oblivious of his 
own vulgar cockney accent, while to the 
German he will expatiate on the alleged 
lack of cleanliness of the Teutonic race. 
To the Frenchman he will address what 
he considers to be delicate banter on the 
traditional fondness of the Gallic race 
for frogs and snails, 

As for removing his hat when some re- 
ligious or funeral procession passes 
through the street of acontinental town, 
he wonld scorn the idea. I have metthe 
British cad traveling in India, where he 
distinguishes himself by refusing to con- 
form with the local prejudices and cus- 
toms of the highly civilized natives, 
whoin he amiably refers to, even to their 
faces, as “niggers,” antl in Japan, where 
be does not hesitate to tramp with his 
muddy boots over the dainty mats en 
which the natives both sleep. and eat, I 
have: known one of them to cheerfully 
volunteer to a high bred and courteous 
Japanese nobleman who.in an ill advised 
moment had been induced to entertain 
him the information that he was ''as- 
tounded by the lack of morality and pro- 
priety" of the women of the Land of the 
Rising Sun. 

There is nothing that I shonld like so 
mnch as for some clever New York re- 
porter to yet hold of one of these travel- 
ing British cacis on his way home, and to 
draw him. The mere record of the in- 
terview would furnisha far more graphic 
illustration and portrayal of the creature 
than anything that I could write. The 
worst of the matter is that travel does 
not seem to in any way improve the 
cteature. He starts out from home with 
the preconceived determination of find- 
ing everything foreign “beastly”—I use 
his own favorite expression. Looking 
at everything in a jaundiced and preju- 
diced mauner, he goes back more con- 
vinced than ever that everything that he 
has seen out of England is ‘‘beastly,” an 
opiniou which he does not hesitate to 
express everywhere and on every occa- 
sion in the most forcible manner, 

Nor is he deterred therefrom by any 
courtesies which he may have received 
while on his travels, nor by any hospi- 
tality of which he may have been the ob- 
ject. On the contrary, his entertainer, 
no matter how generous or how kind, 
will prcbably constitute a theme of ridi- 
cule and wjl| be subjected not to por- 
trayal, but fo coarse and vulgar carica- 
ture for the merriment of the friends of 
the British traveling cad.—New York 
Tribunc.

Second-~ heir first feed should be stale 
bread $08':c:1 13 milk nnd squeezed dry, 
andstalo brez:lcrumbs. Thismay becon- 
tinued sone Cays. 

Third—Weathcr permitting, the hen 
and brood shoul bs placed in a dry coop 
on the grass, where the chicks can get at 
and into tho latter. 

Fourth—If kept indoors, the chicks 
must be kept on carth or on boards cov- 
ered with cazth. If not so kept, disaster 
will follow. 

Fifth— After being kept on the bread 
and milk dict for a week granulated oat- 
meal or small particles of cracked corn 
may be added. At the end of two weeks 
whole wheat inay be fed, but not before. 

Sixth—Care should'be taken that the 
chicks arein no way stintod during the 
first five weeks of their existence. They 
should be pushed at all times, but re- 
quire particular attention during the pe- 
riod named. 

Seventh—Young stock requires fre- 
quent but light feeding. : It must bo re- 
membered that a stinted chicken will 
never make a good market fowl. 

Eighth—The carlier hatched thesooner 
will the:pullets lay. 

Ninth—The aim should 12 to have the 
pullets laying while the heus are molt- 
ing. Asupply of new laid cggs all the 
year round wiil so be secured. 

One of the obstacles in the way of ob- 
taining early chickens is the @:ficulty of 
obtaining eaily siters. 71:5; may bo 
overcome by the ve of a ¢codincubator. 
As artificial incubation becomes cimpli- 
fied and resulis more cericiu, so will it 
become more ;;cncrally adopted. Again, 
if the farmer's hens laid us well during 
the winter seasou as thuy ought todo 
and will do if properly managed, there 
would be more early sitters. t 

The experience of the yast five years 
shows that the Plymouth Rock cockerels 
make the mostrapid growth of any breed 
so far tried. A cross of Brahma-Dork- 
ing duriüg the past season grew quickly 
and attained large size, making four 
pounds in 3 months anil 15 days. 

The mostsatiszactory cross so far made 
at the Ottawa station is the Brahma- 
Dorking.

News and Notes. 

Electric railroads along country roads 
are sure to be a reality ere long. A body 
of Kansas farmers are said to be devel- 
oping a plan for building such a road 
500 miles fonz- [n Connecticut dozens 
ef schemes are on foot for connecting 
towns and villazes with electric liries.” 

The wet, coid weather. is reported to 
have killed off mzny young pigs. thus 
decreasing the future Log crop. =i 
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leaves them to starve; late fall and win- 
ter plowing, which exposes them in their 
winter quarters to perish; dipping plants 
to be set ina solution of hellebore (a 
pound to 10 gallons of water) or paris 
green (an ounce to eight gallons of 
water) digging out worms by hand 
where planta have been cut by them. 

An effective method of saving a crop 
from the ravages of cutworms is by 
poisoning them before the planta are se: 
or a crop like corn comes up. Todo this 
grass, clover, cabbage or turnip leaves 
aredipped in paris green water and scat- 
tered in small handfuls over the garden 
or field. A stone or piece of wood laid 
on it will keep the poisoned trap from 
drying out or blowing away. The green 
stuff may be moistened and poisoned 
plaster or flour dusted over it. Of course 
poultry and animals that will be injured 
by eating the poisoned greens must pe 
kept out of the field. 

Kerosene emulsion has been success- 
fully tried by the department of agricul- 
ture for destroying root eating grubs in 
grass grounds and would, it is believed, 
prove as effective in killing cutworms 
under similar circumstances. The places 
effected were thoroughly drenched with 
an emulsion of kerosene diluted in the 
proportion of 1 to 16 and the ground 
then well watered. For this emulsion 
dissolve & quarter pound hard soap 'n 
two quarts boiling water, add one pin! 
of kerosene and churn violently until 
the emulsion “comes.” Add to this two 
gallons of water. Before sprinkling the 
sod dilute as above. 


Leg Weakness In Chicks. 

An article in The Poultry Monthly 
winds up with this paragaph: “Keep a 
supply of rusty nails always in the drink- 
ing water; they will impartiron to it and 
aid the growing chick to form strong 
bones, and thus do away with leg weak- 
ness," Following »-; comments on it by 
The Farmers’ Journal, which says: ‘Iron 
is certainly a strong metal, but what re- 
lation it bears to leg weakness in chickens 
has never been discovered. Millions of 
chickens are raised without the doubtful 
addition of rusty nails as an element of 
their diet, and they never suffer with 
any uncertainty in their underpinning; 
on the other hand, thousands of chickens 
are raised that have all the iron they can 
stand in their fool sud set suffer with 
weakness of the legs. 

“The fact is, no amount of bonemeal, 
rusty naila, Douglass mixture or any 
other supposed bone producer will pre- 
vent leg weakness. The latter never 
appears in broods that have natural 
range and intelligent care, but is only 
found among chickens artificially raised 
and kept in hot, dry brooders and ou 
dry floors. The oil in the legs dries out, 
which is tlie cause of the trouble, al- 
though heavy feeding plays an impor- 
tant part in the proceeding. If chickens 
found suffering with leg weakness are 
removed from the hot, dry surroundings 
and placed a few days on mother earth. 
it is astonisliing how quick they recove: 
the use of their limbs. This treatment 
beats a keg of rusty nails and at the 
same time teaches us to observe nature 
a little closer and not meddle too much 
with drngs. tunics and theories." 


Low Wheeled Wagons In Hayflelds. 

Much has been said about low wheeled 
wagons, but seemingly this and the cor- 
responding idea that the tires should be 
wide do not “catch on" among farmers, 
For haying we believein a long, wide 
hayrack and low, broad tired wheels. 
Where theso are to be found the load is 
more easily pnt on and off and is prac- 
tically as easy to haul. 


Live Steck Points. 

Stock feeders near the Rocky moun- 
tains have one advantage over their east- 
ern competitors in the matter of curing 
hay and fodder. The dry, light air of 
their country.cures hay and fodder in a 
way that preserves much more of the 
food value than 1s the case with the same 
kind of crops cured in the rain region. 
Sheep and steers in the west prefer the 
air dried fodder to ensilage. 

There is one plant thatis never touched 
by an insect, and that is tansy. If you 
rub a horse over with a handful of it be- 
fore taking him out upon the road, it is 
claimed that the flies will not touch him. 
At any rate it does not cost much to try 
Rubbing a cow's legs with an infusion 
of tansy just before you milk her will 
keep the flics away and allow you to pro- 
ceed in peace.
